In the course of this rather large inquiry into the facta of the 
murder of the President (and those subsequent murders 1 think it would be 
wrong to assume ere entirely unconnected) andxits official investigation, I 
hhvs aesenblod extensive files' that 1 think will ultimately make the nucleus 
of a valuable university archive.

I era 
now writing a large addition to it. It contains sad will contain >aore of what 
is not publicly known and understood. It is a totslly shocking story, document- 
ing tho total abdication of all leadership and responsible elements in out/ society. 
2vo.u more is this true of tho two completed books of tho three 1 plan on the 
Presidential autopsy. Here I have documented from what is suppressed end mis- 
represented a deliberate federal raioreprasontation of virtually every fact, 
with destructions of evidence, misrepresentation of what was not destroyed end 
what was - I cannot, really, teginxto describe this briefly in a letter when 
throe books will not exhaust it. There la, I believe, nothing like this in 
history, certainly not in modern times. I also believe that without examination 
of tho evidence I have ay word will not be oredited. 



Mr. Pinko thinks you may bs interested in my work and possibly in 
helping with it. Z hayo, without success, asked a number of foundations for 
help. There is o permeating fear of this subject end what it involves and gets 
into. Because of President Johnson’s shrewdness in appointing Earl warren to 
head the Commission (whoso members were manipulated by the staff and federal 
agencies and, largely, did not know what was going on), liberals most of all 
are afraid. Thus they make defense of him impossible and play into the hands of 
tha extremists. It is o strange anomaly that ■** have had no help from the liberals ;j 
but have go tton help from tea radical-right* 



If you might get interested in this work, I suggest tha beat way is 
not to take my word for anything but to see for yourself what 1 have. Nor only 
ia this the rational way but without, eeeing what you Msfrt regard as the imposeible 
you would not be willing to believe it. Therefore, if you are interested, I in- 
vite you or anyone you trust to see parts of my files, with the one restriction 
that my confidence be preserved, that no one be told of the contents. If you

This subject is too enormous for many people to have looked into it 
thoroughly. Uost of us writing about it know too little* It was made enormous 
and complicated as part of the cover-up, to defy proper understanding and 
analysis. Therefore, tkoas interested in peace are without practical moans of 
learning tlmt tho assassinations and their official investigations are tho 
heart and aoul^r of today's peace issue. 

1 think you cannot look into this at all without agreeing that 
thin is also the essential question about tha Integrity o/'our society* 
including that of government* that all possibility of man's freedom is 
inextricably entwined with it, and tout as a consequence we have. greeter 
danger of and pressure tcverd authoritarianism. Until we can establish and 
get public understanding of tho truths, society in any form liks that we 
have kuotti is in considerable jeopardy*
